U.S. files suit in $4 million Viet aid fraud 
WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
federal government has filed suit 
halfway around the world in an effort 
to recoup $4.3 m illion in U.S. 
military aid allegedly spirited out of 
Saigon in an embezzlement scheme. 
The m oney w as p a rt of the 
military aid to the Thieu regime and 
was earmarked to buy petroleum 
products for the South Vietnam air 
force in 1974, according to the 
Justice Department, which initiated 
the civil suit in the Hong Kong Su­ 
preme Court last month 
The government seeks to recover 
the money from David Creig Sim­ 
mons and Richard Kenichi Sakai, 


form er civilian employes of the 
military attache's office in the I S 
embassy in Saigon, and four other 
defendants. 
Explaining the case, Bruno Ristau. 
head of the foreign litigation section 
of the departm ent’s civil division, 
said the alleged fraud began in early 
1974 when Simmons was in charge of 
buying petroleum products for the 
Vietnamese air force. The United 
States spent about $130 million on 
petroleum products for the Viet­ 
namese force last year. Ristau said. 
Simmons was one of a handful of 
officials with the power to authorize 
payments drawn on the U.S. account 


at the National Bank of Vietnam. 
Ristau said in an interview. 
Simmons was to buy fuel, oil and 
grease on the open m arket for 
delivery to the a ir force and 
authorize payments after receiving 
invoices from p etro leu m d is­ 
tributors 
R istau said the Ju stic e D e­ 
p a rtm e n t and the Arm y have 
evidence that Simmons was the 
prime mover in a scheme to defraud 
the government by authorizing pay­ 
ments for products which were never 
delivered 
“ 1 am convinced in my own mind 
that Uncle Sam has been had.” 


Ristau said 
Investigators found that thou­ 
sands of drums of lubricating oil and 
grease “simply had never arrived in 
Vietnam.” Ristau said 
The allegedly fraudulent pay­ 
ments were made to two Hong Kong 
companies, both named as defen­ 
dants in the government suit. One is 
a management firm organized by 
Simmons and described by Ristau as 
a paper company.” The other is a 
trading company owned by a Hong 
Kong man who also is a defendant in 
the suit. 
The sixth defendant from whom 
the governm ent seeks m oney 


damages is an Italian employe of an 
oil company who allegedly played a 
peripheral role in the scheme. 
Meanwhile, the government has 
won a court order in Hong Kong 
freezing $2 million in the defendants’ 
bank accounts and other assets 
pending the outcome of the trial 
“ We re still looking for the other 
$2 m illion,” Ristau added 
The 
government will seek court orders 
preventing the defendants from dis­ 
posing of any other property, he said 
Ristau said the judge issued the 
freeze orders after the United States 
made what Ristau called “ a substan­ 
tive showing” that the defendants 


were involved in a fraud scheme 
Sim m ons resigned from his 
government job in November 1974 
and moved to Hong Kong 
Ristau 
said 
Sakai made the same move 
about the same time. 


Ristau said government officials 
lost track of Simmons when he ap­ 
parently left Hong Kong about two 
w eeks ago, and 
his p re se n t 
whereabouts are unknown 


Ristau said there is virtually no 
chance of criminal charges against 
Simmons and the other defendants 
because they are beyond the reach of 
U.S. criminal laws 
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Mayaguez captain bargained with captors 
U.S. planes strafed, 
gassed ship's crew 


SINGAPORE (AP) - The captain 
of the Mayaguez, in an emotional 
news conference, said Saturday he 
bargained for his crew's freedom by 
promising their Cambodian captors 
he would call for the end of U.S. air 
strikes. 
Capt. Charles T 
Miller. 62, of 
Mountain Valley, Calif., also said he 
and his crew members were gassed 
and hit by shrapnel from rounds fired 


by U.S. warplanes trying to prevent 
the Cambodians from taking them to 
the mainland in a fishing boat. 
But he said without the Marine and 
Air Force actions “ 1 don’t think this 
crew would be standing before you 
today.” He also said the Cambo­ 
dians. who one crew m em ber 
described as being between 12 and 26 
years old. ‘ never m istreated” him 
or his crew. 


Miller said he kept his part of the 
bargain with the Cambodians after 
arriving on a Navy rescue ship by 
t e l l i n g na va l a u t h o r i t i e s in 
Washington of his promise He also 
said he promised to ask for a halt in 
the landing of U.S. Marines 
But he said U.S. attacks continued 
for the rest of the day and part of the 
next night as American forces tried 


10,000 angry 
Thais protest 
Victory over U.S. 
force—Cambodians 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - 
Cambodia congratulated itself Sun­ 
day on a ‘satisfactory victory” over 
an American task force that retook 
the U.S. freighter Mayaguez, claim 
ing its forces inflicted 30 casualties 
and shot down five helicopters 
A Phnom Penh Radio broadcast, 
monitored in Bangkok, said heavy 
Khmer Rouge fire pinned down the 
U.S. Marine landing force on Tang 
Island and it was able to penetrate 
only 30 yards from the shoreline 
“Sinful, ugly, savage, provocative 
and crim inal” were the words the 
broadcast used to describe the 
armed recapture early Thursday of 
the Mayaguez. which is now in Sing­ 
apore with its 39-man crew. 
The broadcast said a preliminary 
report showed that 30 U.S. Marines 
were killed or wounded, two U S 
helicopters were downed on Tang 


Island and three others over the sea 
and seven weapons were captured, 
including one 81 mm mortar, three 
rifles and three pistols 
“Our forces caused them some 
serious losses 
Seeing this, the 
Americans tripled their immense ef­ 
forts. sending another batch of 
troops backed by very, very furious 
air raids and shelling from their 
heavy warships off the island 
“ Despite their immense efforts, 
none of the marines could reach our 
defense perim eter ... they were 
pushed back by our units, and in dis­ 
order, brought back their dead anti 
wounded ” 
The U S. Defense Department's 
casualty reports say one U S Marine 
was killed. 22 wounded and 13 lost at 
sea and listed as missing Neither 
side has provided estim ates of 
Khmer Rouge casualties. 


BANGKOK. Thailand (AP) - 
Hanging Uncle Sam in effigy and 
breaking pieces from the American 
Eagle seal, thousands of ftudents 
marched on the U.S. Embassy Satur­ 
day to back Thai government de­ 
mands for the United States to 
apologize for launching the rescue of 
the Mayaguez from Thailand 
The protesters, estimated to total 
as many as 10.000. carried posters 
with such English-lettered slogans 
as, “ Ford, how many wars did you 
start today?” or “To Yankee from 
Thailand with hateful." and “Go to 
hell bad American This land is not 
for you ” 
Thailand, worried about future 
relations with its new Communist 
neighbors, objected to the dispatch 
of more than 1,000 U.S. Marines to 
Thailand without Bangkok s permis­ 
sion and to the fact that American 
plant's made bombing and strafing 
runs from bast's here in efforts to 
free the merchant ship seized by 
Cambodia.

Thursday alter 
the Cambodians freed him, his 39 
crew members and live Thai fish 
ermen, ending 68 hours in captivity. 
The gassing and strafing occurred 
the day before as American jets 
vainly tried to prevent a tishmg boat 
from taking the captain and crew to 
the Cambodian mainland 
The noxious gas humid all the 
crewm en and shrapnel wounded 
three men, the captain said of an 
ordeal that lasted almost four hours

“ They were trying to get them to 
turn around so we would not be Liken 
a shore to be killed or sent to prison 
in l*hnom Penh. ’ said Miller 
“ I don’t blame the planes for 
whatever they did on the strafing 
“ You have to give our pilots a lot 
of credit,” said Miller “They can hit 
the eye of a needle 
They did 
everything p<*ssible to get them to 
turn around 
“ If we were strafed and bombed 
once, we were strafed and bombed a 
hundred times It was clear they saw 
that we were in the bout 
“They tcargassed us The first gas­ 
sing wasn't too bad 
The Thais 
turned back once, but the Cambodian 
guards put guns to their heads 
‘ The second time they dnippi'd 
tear or nausea gas 
Everybody 
vomited. Our skin was burning A 
couple i*l men were struck by 
shrapnel 
M iller’s voice cracked em o­ 
tionally and his eyes reddened and 
moistened with tears when he spoke 
of the U.S. Marines who died during 
the rescue attempt.

Women have key role 


SAIGON (AP > — Women members 
of 
S o u th 
V ie tn a m ’s 
new 
Revolutionary Government are tak­ 
ing a prominent place in the victory 
celebrations now being held in 
Saigon. 
The best known is undoubtedly 
Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, the 48-year- 
old foreign minister of the Viet 
Cong’s 
Provisional 
Revolutionary 
Government during the war and the 
head of its delegation in Paris. 
Mrs. Binh was the most visible 
figure*— male or female — in a 
government that until now operated 
largely in the shadows. 
At 
th e 
v ic to r y 
p a r a d e 
she was in the front rank of the 
reviewing stand, to the left of Presi­ 
dent Huynh Tan Phat and of Defense 
Minister Tran Nam Trung. 
But Mrs. Binh is not the only 


woman who has attained prominence 
in the new regime. 
A physician, Dr. Quynh Hoa, is 
minister of health, social affairs and 
disabled soldiers. She. too. was in the 
front rank, to the right of the 
speaker’s rostrum. 
Near her was another woman doc­ 
tor from Hanoi, Vu Thi Chin, who is 
deputy chairman of the North Viet­ 
n a m e se W om en’s U nion and 
represented the women of North 
Vietnam at the ceremonies 
Two other women on the re­ 
viewing stand hold positions in the 
second rank and exemplify the role 
women played in the Vietnam war. 
Nguyen Thi Dinh has been a 
member of the presidium of the 
C entral C om m ittee of the Lib­ 
eration Front and head of the South 
Vietnam Women's Union for Libera­ 


tion 
But she also is depoty 
commander-in-chief of the Libera­ 
tion Armed Forces 
Mrs. Binh, Dr. Hoa. Dr. Chin and 
Mrs. Dinh all were dressed in the 
traditional Vietnamese ao dai, the 
filmy flowing tunic over trousers 
But to Mrs. Dinh’s right was Ta 
Thi Kieu. clad in the olivegreen un­ 
iform and field helmet of the Libera­ 
tion Armed Forces. 


Miss Kieu holds the title of 
Heroine of the Revolution, although 
what exploits earned her this title 
have not been publicized. 


Mrs. Binh. Mrs. Dinh and Dr Hoa 
all joined the fight for Vietnamese 
independence during the French

All were imprisoned 
then.

Boston pro busing 
rally is successful 


BOSTON I AIM — Bostonians 
Crowded Commonwealth Pier on 
Saturday, waving goodbye to Rus­ 
sian sailors pulling out aboard two 
Soviet ships loaded with American 
beer, soft drinks, happy-face but­ 
tons, chewing gum and snapshots of 
American girls. 
At the same time, two American 
vessels 
the guided missile frigate 
Leahy and guided missile destroyer 
Tattnall 
set off from Leningrad, 
ending a week-long exchange m ark­ 
ing the anniversary of the Allied vie- 
torv over Nazi Germany. 
It was the first time in 30 years 
that Soviet warships had docked at 


an American port. Tens of thousands 
of Americans visited the guided mis­ 
sile destroyers Bovkiy and Zhguchiy 
here while their Russian crewmen 
visited Boston department stores, 
hamburger stands, the State House, 
ballgames and the circus 
There were official ceremonies as 
well as sightseeing. 
Soviet Adm A M Kalinin played 
host to U.S. Chief of Naval Opera­ 
tions Jam es L. Holloway III. who 
visited the Boykiy to inspect an 
honor guard and to talk privately in 
the adm iral’s quarters. 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly E. 
Dobrynin paid a visit to Boston 


Mayor Kevin H

sachusetts Gov. Michael S. Dukakis. 
At one point, the crewmen of the 
Boykiy and the Zhguchiy boarded the 
guided missile cruiser USS Albany, 
docked on the other side of the pier, 
and offered an am ateur perform­ 
ance* of dance and song.

About 20 American Nazi dem­ 
onstrators carrying antibusing and 
antiblack posters were hustled aw’ay 
from the rally by police without inci­ 
dent . 
The N A ACT- sponsored march was 
peaceful and relaxed, although it 
passed by an auditorium where the 
first national meeting of an antibus- 
ing group ROAR — Restore Our 
Alienated Rights — was under way. 
Fifty 
riot-equipped 
policemen 
stood by quietly near the audi­ 
torium, but they were not needed. 
M archers chanted, called to 
onlookers to join them and waved 
banners reading “Twenty-one years 
is too long to wait.” 
That slogan was the theme for the 
event, held to commemorate the 21st 
anniversary of the U.S. Supreme 
Court decision mandating integrated 
public schools. 
liefore the march and rally got un­ 
derway, organizers had estimated 
that 35.000 people from around the 
country would take part Prepara­ 
tions for the event stressed deter­ 
mination that there would be no 
violence. 
Antibusing sentiment has been 
high since court-ordered busing of 
public school students began in 
Boston last fall. There have been 
scattered incidents of violence 
throughout the school year. 
Last week, U.S. District Court 
Judge W. Arthur Garrity Jr. issued 
his second-phase desegregation plan 


for next fall, a plan that calls for still 
more busing 
“ We re going to say to Boston ami 
through Boston to the rest of the 
world that segregation in public 
schools is dead." said Thomas I 
Atkins, president of the Boston 
chapter of the NAACP. 
“This march is important because 
somewhere in America we've got to 
demonstrate that black and white 
people have got to go to school and 
live together." said one marcher. Al- 
phonso Deal of Philadelphia. 
Other marchers carried signs iden­ 
tifying their home states as Illinois. 
Minnesota, New Jersey. Indiana and 
Ohio. 
As they passed the Arlington 
Street (Tiurch at the edge of the 
Common, the church bells rang and 
the marchers sang. “ We Shall Over­ 
come .”

Mrs. Blessing, who has an infant son. said her husband 
joined the M arines in August and planned to be a career 
soldier. Of the Mayaguez operation, she said: "I figured it

Spirits were higher in the family of Lt Col. R.W 
Austin. 88. who com manded the M arine party that landed 
on Koh Tang Island — and returned 
i knew they had to do it.” said his m other. M argaret 
Austin of suburban Glenside.

“ it was really the young boys itrttfe M arine Corps that did 
the hardest job of all ...

Captors were just kids

of the crew of the Mayaguez said 
Saturday his Khm er Rouge captors 
were “ kids.” ranging in age from 12 
to 26 who walked off with some of the 
crew s personal possessions but did 
not m istreat the Americans. 
“ Finally, when I got on board the 
ship. I found the Khmer Rouge had 
taken flashlights, pens, pants and 
United States m oney,” said Alfred 
Rappenecker. 64. of Palo Alto, Calif 


“ The Cambodians were kids. They 
could wrap up their pants, which 
must be far too big for them The 
ages of the arm ed men varied from 
12 to 26 y ears.” said Rappenecker. 
the ship's third engineer and a 46- 
vear veteran of the sea. 


(’apt Charles T Miller, the ship’s 
captain, told newsmen that Rap- 
peneeker passed out when U.S. jets 
dropped gas on a fishing boat carry ­ 
ing the crew in an attem pt to have it 
return to shore. 
Rappenecker declined to com m ent 
on the gassing. He said, however, 
that he was asleep when the Cambo­ 
dians first boarded the Mayaguez. 
“ When I got up, everything was 
quiet. I wanted to know what the hell 
was happening Then 1 heard two low 


voices. 1 walked up to the deck and 
saw all of the crew lined by the rail­ 
ing” guarded by arm ed K hm er 
Rouge troops, he said 
On Poulo Wai island, the Khmer 
Rouge welcomed the crew. Rap- 
penecker said with a laugh 
“ They gave us rice, cucum bers, 
vegetables, greens and som e pieces 
of chicken legs. Our leftovers were 
s e rv e d to tw o K h m e r R o u g e

The family doctor: everyone needs one

Pomona Valley residents 
usually agree that fine 
medical 
facilities 
have 
always been available to 
them This community is 
served by many competent 
physicians 
The trend of modern 
medicine in the past 25 
vears however, has been 


towards specialization and 
family practitioners have 
become fewer and fewer 
Yet, the need for family 
doctors is unchanged The 
shortage of primary physi­ 
cians also has been felt 
acutely in this area, a 
phenomenon currently puz­ 
zling the entire country. 
Doctors have long waiting 
lists; many do not accept 
new patients; house calls 
are rearely made; and the 


hospital emergency room 
is often the only place a 
person can go when in need 
of immediate treatment 
The following statistics 
may help you to unders­ 
tand existing limitations in 
our 
m edical education 
system. There are 241 ap­ 
proved medical schools in 
the United States, fifteen 
of these are located in 
California. Schools such as 
Loma 
Linda 
University 


received 4.600 applications 
for medical school in 1974 
and could accommodate 
only 160 applicants; UCLA 
received 4,000 applications 
and accepted 144; and USC 
received 4 500 with only 136 
being accepted 
It is evi­ 
dent therefore that many 
students are interested in 
the study of medicine but 
th e re are sim p ly not 
enough schools. 
The community hospital 


is the cen tral m eeting 
place for physicians, the 
place that offers complex 
services and equipment es­ 
sential for modern medical 
m a n a g e m e n t . This is 
where continuing medical 
education for all prac­ 
titioners takes 
place, 
where 
consultants 
are 
available, where constant 
dialogue is held on all mat- 
t e r s 
p e r t a i n i n g 
to 
medicine, and where new 


methods are implemented 
first. Thus, a good hospital 
is an important asset to the 
community by the service 
provided to patients but 
also to the physicians as 
well. The quality of the 
hospital also is a primary 
factor in attracting new 
physicians to the com­ 
munity. 
munity Hospital recently 
has implemented an in­ 
novative 
“ recruitm ent 


pr ogr am” 
to 
interest 
physicians to come to the 
Pomona Valley. Based on 
th e 
s u c c e s s of t hi s 
program, we may look 
forward to a time when it 
is less difficult to locate a 
doctor. 
At present, newcomers 
and residents of this area 
may call PVCH and obtain 
names of local physicians 
in various specialties from 
the Medical Staff Office. 


The Los Angeles County 
Medical 
Association and 
the Pomona Business and 
M edical Exchange will 
also provide this informa­ 
tion. 
It is wise to establish a 
relationship with a physi­ 
cian when you are feeling 
well and not wait until an 
emergency arises. 
This 
permits you to feel confi­ 
dent that in an emergency

Insurance Co , refused to insure the 
city for another year and cancelled 
its services as of June 1. 1975. 
“The action was prompted by a 
high claim incidence experienced by 
public agencies and the propensity 
of the courts to liberalize the protec ­ 
tion of immunity extended to cities." 
said Finance Director Jam es Diaz 
After being informed of the cancel­ 
lation, Chino solicited bids from 
seven insurance comapmes — but 


only two were interested 
ILirbor Insurance submitted an an­ 
nual prem ium of $40,667 and 
Firem en's Fund proposed $40,816 
Diaz said both companies could 
mi't't the city's requirements, but ad­ 
ded that Firem en’s Fund is a “wide­ 
ly known, established company and 
has the reputation of providing 
prompt claims service.”

So at least urge two Southern Illinois University 
"economists, Douglas R. Bohi and Milton Russell, in 
a recently published book, “ U.S. Energy Policy — 
A lternatives for Security.” 


Instead of attem pting such political strategies as 
tan ifs and import quotas to attain energy in- 
dependence, they argue that the United States 
-hould he encouraging energy-rich nations to invest 
their money in the American m arketplace — to buy 
into land, banks, corporations and American exper­ 
tise. 


Such investments, they claim, would allow- these 
c o u n trie s to d iv ersify th eir econom ies and 
guarantee them greater future returns on the 
m oney they now earn selling th eir energy 
resources, notably oil. An interdependent approach 
would m ean: 


More countries, such as the Arab nations, 
would be willing to m anufacture and export more 
p< troleum products because of newly creat«! in­ 
vestment opportunities for income on those ex­ 
ports The price of oil would drop 


In addition to the worldwide availability of 
m re oil at a lower price, Am erica’s prospects lor 
secure afford.(hie petroleum products would be 
much brighter 


What makes them so sure the price of oil would 
come down? 
Very few of the Arab countries have many inter­ 
nal investment opportunities, they point out. If thev 
were assured of sale external investment oppor­ 
tu n itie s at competitive rates, they would be less 
w illin g to r< -trie t their oil output and lower prices 
would re sult. 


The econom ists concede that A m erica can 
achieve energy selfsufficiency, hut the price we 
would have to pay “ would he horribly high and the 
things we would he forced to do without would be 
considerable.’ And if we strive for independence to 
the exc lusion of others, there is nothing to stop the 
oil-exporting countries from cutting us off again for 
some reason in the future. 
, 
On the other hand, if we were to encourage a 
country such as Saudi Arabia to invest billions ot 
dollars in the 1 mted States, can you imagine that 
country cutting off our oil supplies?" 
At a tim e when President and Congress, and 
presumably the American people, seem bent on 
achieving energy self-sufficiency one way or 
another, and in view of the fears that have been ex­ 
pressed about the Arabs “ buying up the country,” 
Bohi s and Russell's proposal amounts to a radical 
"'hilt in policy They don't expect it to get very far. 
i here is a definite mind-set in this country which 
is tied up in the idea of independence,” says Bohi 
He doubts if many politicians would bo willing to 
support the “ m assive educational process” that 
would he necessary to change the public's point of 
view

But there he was, 200 
years ago next Saturday, 
winning election as presi­ 
dent of the totally illegal 
and somewhat treasonous 
Continental 
Congress. 
When independence was 
declared, he would be the 
new country s first chief 
executive 
The British considered 
Hancock one of the most 
dangerous ra d icals in 
America, but the merchant 
prince moved slowly to 
rebellion He wavered be­ 
tween Tory and Whig 
friends and seemed driven 
to treason against his 
natural inclinations 
John Hancock, however, 
typ ifie d 
the 
co lo n ia l 
merchants who led the 
country to war against 
their real desire. They 
started out fighting to 
resolve specific grievances 
and probably never thought 
it would end in revolution 
When business was good 
and the British didn't in­ 
t e r f e r e 
w ith 
t h e ir 
prosperity. 
Hancock and 
his merchant friends were 
perfect gentlemen, loyal to 
their king and appalled at 
the e x c e s se s of 
the 
radicals. 
But it was th« merchants 
who were most directly 
pinched by efforts of the 
British Crown to squeeze 
tax revenue out of the 
colonies during the decade 
before the revolution. 
W hen 
B r itis h taxes 
threatened their com ­ 
merce. 
the 
merchants 
were the first to cry out­ 
rage. and the people began 
to look to them for political 
leadership 
It was the merchants 
who invented the boycott to 
deal with the Stamp Act in 
1765 and eventually won 
repeal. They revised it to 
fight the Townshend duties 
in 1767. 
But when Parliament re­ 
pealed most of the duties 
three years later, the 
boycott collapsed. The ma­ 
jor threat to prosperity had 


been proved, some say 
John Hancock was one of 
the counterfeit Indians 
throwing tea chests into 
Boston Harbor Whether he 
did it or not. he certainly 
was mad enough to par­ 
ticipate 
Hancock inherited one of 
the biggest fortunes in 
America from an uncle 
who had built it largely 
from smuggling Dutch tea, 
although he had remained 
a staunch Tory 
Sam Adams tried hard to 
make a radical of the 
younger Hancock, but it 
was British policy which 
finally did it 
B y 
the 
t i m e 
the 
Townshend duties came 
along, he was re a lly 
worked up. declaring he 
would 
never al lo w 
a 
customs agent “ to go even 
on board any of his London 
ships " 


It was a tight over Han­ 
cock's ships that brought 
the first Redcoats to 
Boston 
In the spring of 
1768 a custom s agent 
caught 
illegally 
below 
decks was thrown off the 
Lydia. 
This was probably the 
tirst time an American of 
substance had openly and 
forcefully resisted 
the 
king s customs agents 
The authorities tried to 
prosecute, but the attorney 
general of the colony and 
the Treasury in London up 
held Hancock. 


A few days later the 
Liberty sailed into Boston 
and paid the duty on 25 
c a s k s 
of 
M a d e i r a 
H o we v e r , 
f o l l o wi n g 
custom. Hancock loaded a 
new cargo before posting 
bond and filing a cargo list. 


It was a technicality, but 
the British had him 
And 
an agent swore he had been 
locked in a cabin while un­ 
taxed wine was unloaded 
The Liberty was seized 
An angry Boston mob 
trounced two customs men 
and sent the rest fleeing to 


a fort in the harbor Four 
months later British troops 
arrived to protect the royal 
agents. 
These troops would kill 
four colonials in the Boston 
Massacre and fire the first 
shots of the war on Lex­ 
ington green 
But in the 
meantime the whole attair 
had made Hancock a hero 
Hancock 
attained 
high 
offices but never really dis­ 
tinguished himself in them. 
He aspired to m ilitary 
glory, but in the one cam­ 
paign in which he led mi­ 
litia troops, he came a wav- 
more 
tarnished 
than 
glorified. 
Throughout his career he 
wavered 
A colleague at 
the Massachusetts coven- 
tion to ratify the Constitu­ 
tion nott*d his absence and 
opined 
“ As soon as the 
majority is exhibited on ei­ 
ther side 1 think his health 
w ill suffice him to be 
abroad. ' 
Poor health, a scattering 
ot ailm ents under the 
general 
label of gout, 
plagued him always, but 


sometimes quite con­ 
veniently He was given to 
K ing down when things got 
sticky. 
But he was a hard 
worker, and he did quite 
well in preserving his for­ 
tune and business in times 
of financial hardship in 
America 
Hancock s need for reas­ 
surance led him to Whig 
politics where he found 
doting friends and impor­ 
tant position 
No matter 
that they wanted him for 
his money and his way with 
the peopie, it was enough 
that he was wanted. 
He made history for the 
boldness of his signature 
on the Declaration of 
Independence 
It was an 
act of courage since his 
name and that of the 
secretary stood alone on 
the treasonous document 
for a month before the 
others signed the engraved 
copy.

measured a great man. but 
he had

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Africa's poverty cycle: it never ends

C A PE TOWN <AP) - 
With a wife, five children 
and an income of 50 cents a 
day, what would you do 
about a leaky roof? 
Poverty-stricken 
A fri­ 
cans have found the same 
answer in the shanty towns 
of Cape Town as they have 
in sprawling slums of 
Kinshasa and Lagos and 
other capitals across the 
continent. 
All that's needed is a 
quick trip to the rubbish 
dump and the selection of 


used to cook food in the 
servants’ quarters and 
American girly magazines 
are favorites for use as 
wall decorations. 
Baby food jars are ideal 
for the wives of many 
household servants in west 
A frica who run sm all 
businesses on the side to 
boost family income and 
use them as containers for 
selling pepper and other 
condiments. 
Empty flour sacks, ap­ 
propriately stitched, turn 
up on the streets as durable 
if not stylish T-shirts. 


an appropriately-sized tin 
can 
that once held 
tomatoes. 
When it is flattened out 
and attached to the roof of 
corrugated iron, which is 
stan d ard 
in 
slum s 
throughout Africa, the dirt 
floor will no longer turn to 
mud while you sleep 
The poverty of Africa 
has produced a little- 
publicized genius for 
’ recycling” the trash of 
the modem life enjoyed by 
an elite minority. 
The knack is evident 
even in legendary Tim ­ 
buktu. the symbolic end of 
the world on the sunbaked 
fringes of the Sahara in 
northern Mali. 
There, wily Tuaregs, the 
famous blue-men of the 
desert, latch on to un­ 
suspecting tourists who 
trickle through the ancient 
caravan crossroads. 
“ This sword belonged to 
my grandfather who fought 
in the holy wars of the last 
century and is the pride of 
my family.” says the 
Tuareg who after an hour 
of haggling, pleaded ex­ 
treme poverty, agrees to 
give up this treasured 
heirloom at a price. 
Upon arrival in Bamako, 
the capital, the tourist 
learns his antique sword 
and hundreds of others like 
it are no more than the 
reshaped and hammered 
remains of junked cars 
Stripping broken-down 
cars is a lucrative business 
in Africa, producing win­ 
dows. 
couches, 
mirrors, 
aerial whips for herdsmen, 
ash tryas, nuts and bolts 
for repairmen, spare wire 
for electricians, tires for 
children to play with and 
metal for Tuareg swords. 
In Zaghtouli. a small vil­ 
lage in Upper Volta that 
reflects the poverty of all 
Africa’s rural areas, an 
open air market unveils 
other innovations 
One stall sells locally 
made corn-based liquor 
kept in discarded beer bot­ 
tles carefully collected in 
O uagadougou. 
the 
capital 
At another, the 
lucky few villagers who 
own bicycles can purchase 
about 30 drops of oil, con­ 
tained 
in 
throwaway 
penicillin ampules from 
the* nearby medical center, 
for a few cents. 
A variety of empty bot­ 
tles in Upper Volta and 
elsewhere in west and 
central Africa are filled 
with pebbles or beads and 
used as musical instru­ 
ments. 
Used beer bottles are 
used all along the west 
Afncan coast to store palm 
wine and palm oil. 
At Jankara market, in 
the heart of Lagos, the 
bustling Nigerian capital, 
large oil drums are sliced 
in half and sold for use as 
stoves. 
The rims of old bicycle 
wheels are used widely by 
children in Africa who ex­ 
pertly guide their hoops” 
through the streets with a 
stick. 
Children also make 
noisemakers with a few 
pebbles and a sardine can, 
which they attach to a stick 
with a rubber band, wind 
up and let fly.

< AP i — Four years ago the 
20th Century met the Tasa- 
day in what one scholar 
described as "the most 
significant anthropological 
discovery of this century 
and possibly many cen­ 
turies ” 
B ut 
th e 
T a s a d a y 
described it as "like light­ 
ning' — a stunning dizzy­ 
ing experience that in a 
few days hurtled them 
through thousands of years 
of history' 
For those 26 gentle peo­ 
ple with a Stone Age way of 
life m a southern Philip­ 
pines rain forest it was far 
more than a discovery it 
was the entry into a new 
universe 
Thus the ancient and the 
modem worlds faced one 
another across rapidly 
diminishing eras of time — 
sophisticated men of today 
on one side 
the nearly 
naked people of the forest 
on the other. 
The Tasaday — sen­ 
sitive 
shy. extremely 
vulnerable — knew no 
alternatives to the pre­ 
historic lifeways 
gather­ 
ing food by hand making 
tools of stone sleeping in 
caves, raising children, 
loving one another, living 
in harmorv with the plants 
and animals of their jungle 
mountain home They said 
their ancestors had lived 
t h e r e 
si nce 
t h e i r 
knowledge of time began 
and they did not know of a 
world beyond it They had 
no weapons 
and i n - 
terpreters said the Tasa- 
day did not even have 
words for enemy or 
fighting. 
The modern men knew 
these words well In fact, it 
was partly because of such 
things that the Tasaday 
were discovered And for 
tome modern men the 
Tasaday presented more 
than the chance to study a 
fascinating people, they 
presented an extraor­ 
dinary responsibility 
The Tasaday’s isolation 
was over — they knew of 
the world and the world 
knew of them How much 
of that modem world could 
the tiny group handle 
without being destroyed ’ 
What would happen to the 
Tasaday0 
This report summarizes 
developments since June 
1971 when a jet helicopter 
reached 26 people whose 
lifestyle resembled that of 
the Stone Age. more than 
50.000 years ago 
That first meeting was 
arranged by a wandering 
hunter named Dafal who 
had chanced upon the 
Tasaday years earlier 
while setting traps inside 
the forest 
Dafal mentioned the peo­ 
ple to Manuel Eli/alifc Jr 
a 35-year-old Harvard- 
educated Filipino who 
headed an organization rai­ 
led Panamin. which was 
both a government agency 
m the office of President 
Ferdinand Marcos and a 
p r i v a t e 
fo un da ti on 
designed to assist the 
country I more than 60 
tribal minority peoples 
Fhzalde and his aides on 
the helicopter were puz­ 
zled by the terrified people 
and ( oaxed them to relax 
Soon it was clear that these 
were a special people 
They did not know even 
rice, a common staple food 
in the nearby mountains 
and m most of Asia They 
had no pottery and only a 
few pieces of metal and 
cloth i worn as G-»tnngsi 
that Dalai had given them 
Anthropologist 
Robert 
Fox. the first social scicn 
tiNt to meet the Tasaday, 
said they provided a rare 
opportunity to see man ui 
tarlv stages of cultural 
development 
But he and Eltzalde wor- 
rted 
“ If we a r e n ' t 
careful," Flizalde said, 
* they II get an awful shock 
from our world 
Their 
simplicity and goodness 
are almost unbelievable ’ 
Many outsiders wanted 
to see the Tasaday, but 
visits were and still are 
restricted A dozen social 
scientists and more than a 
dozen journalists spent 
time with the Tasaday in 
1971 and 1972, but their 
visits spaced out and usual­ 
ly lasted only a few days 
The longest was three 
weeks 
In the first two 
years the Tasaday had 
visitors for less than five 
months 
Nonetheless, Tasaday 
life has changed. Some 
changes were minor —• but 
som«* touched the very 


core of Tasaday existence 
The 
m o s t obvi ous 
changes came from metal 
knives and medicines 
Dafal had introduced 
knives and P an am i n 
provided many more The 
Tasaday pnzed them and 
rarely made stone tools 
any longer Knives swept 
their technology ahead 
thousands of years 
Knives enabled them to 
acquire new foods 
A 
favorite was the pith of a 
palm tree too large to fell 
with stone tools It yielded 
a starch that was baked 
into cakes called natek." 
It became a staple in the 
Tasaday diet 
Knives also made it pos­ 
sible for them to build 
spear traps (as taught by 
Oafal > and to butcher and 
eat the pig and deer which 
some Tasaday said used to 
be "our friends 
They 
came to us in the forest 
We could touch them. But 
now they run away."

G r a h a m ' s 
prestige. 
But Graham. 56. main­ 
tains that he was probably 
closer to Lyndon Johnson 
than to any other presi­ 
dent. 
Graham is keenly in­ 
terested in the powerful 
people he meets and what 
they have to say. You don’t 
need to talk with him very 
long before he comes out 
with a recent thought of 
Henry Kissinger or an opi-

Solzhenitsyn, or maybe 
something the Queen of 
England had to say. 
It does not come out like 
name dropping. Graham, 
the teacher as well as the 
salesman, wants to share a 
thought that impressed 
him. 


a powerful preacher. He 
looks like his father and 
Graham says modestly: 
“ I've been told he sounds 
very much like me."

Where have all the 
flowers gone? —

SANDUSKY, Ohio (API

flower to you

To you, perhaps, just 
another annoyance on the 
way to lunch or to shop 
But. to a few hundred 
veterans around the coun­

Sailors Home in this city 
along Lake Erie. That s a 
healthy percentage of the 
14 5 million the American 
Legion Auxiliary hopes to 
sell next Friday and Satur­ 
day.

“ If

Steve Gonikuvsky, a 52- 
year-old former Marine 
from Warren. Ohio, looked 
at his hands moving steadi­ 
ly in tight, economical 
movements amid the red 
paper and green wire 
This is good therapy, 
he said 1 I ve got a couple 
of bad hands and it's t xer- 
rise for me." 
Tony Olenik. 62. an Army 
veteran of World War II

Doughboys returning 
from the French trenches 
of World War I and the 20- 
square-mile Flanders bat­ 
tleground were struck by 
the scarlet weed that 
thrived on the devastated

The image has dimmed 
with the years. 
"The interest has just 
dropped off. ’ said Opal

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Economic lessons learned from Viet War 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
One possible lesson from 
the Vietnam w ar is that it 
is not possible to have both 
guns and butter for very 
long, while paying for only 
one. 
Guns and butter w as the 
te rm used to d e sc rib e 
policies of the Johnson ad­ 
m inistration in 1966 and 
1967 when Am ericans were 
told they could pay for both 
the w ar and the G reat 
Society program s without 
raising taxes. 
But the cost of the war 
w as 
s u b s ta n tia lly 
u n ­ 
d e r e s tim a te d in th o se 
years, resulting in mount­ 
ing budget deficits and 
serious inflation that con­ 
tinued into the 1970s 
While the Pentagon es­ 
tim ates the dollar cost of 
the w ar for the United 
States at $114 billion from 
1961 to 1975. the total cost 
to the economy m ay never 
be known. 
“ It clearly was responsi­ 
ble for the inflation of 1968. 
1969, 1970 and 1971, and on 
into 1972,” said Charles L. 
Schultze, who was the late 
P r e s i d e n t 
L y n d o n 
B. 
Johnson's budget director 
from 1965 to 1967. 
He said it could have had 
some “ residual effect 
on 
the recent inflation, but he 
argued these price rises 
w ere largely from other 
causes. 
There have been sugges­ 
tions by some w ar critics 


and some econom ists that 
the cost of the w ar has con­ 
tributed to the recent infla­ 
tion and to the recession 
T reasury Secretary Wil­ 
liam E. Simon has said 
many tim es that budget 
deficits of the past 14 years 
a re in l arge p a r t r e ­ 
sponsible for the recent in­ 
flation. although he has not 
blamed the 1973-1975 infla­ 
tion on the war itself. 
The recession, in turn. 
Simon has said, was a 
direct result of the infla­ 
tion 
The T reasury D ep art­ 
m ent has compiled figures 
showing that from 1965 to 
1974. the w ar cost the 
United States $102 billion 
while federal budget defi­ 
cits totaled nearly $110 bit 
lion. 
It would be easy to draw 
the conclusion that the 
government paid for the 
w ar during this period with 
borrowed funds. Treasury 
ofticials say, however, this 
is only partly true.

com mon issues eased 02 to 47 96 
By one m easure, the m arket was still getting further 
m ileage out of the rally of the past five months — ad­ 
vances outnum bered declines over-all 955 to 821 among 
the 2.007 issues changing hands on the NYSE. 


But prices clearly were struggling against resistance 
from forces built into the m arket. With their clim b into 
the mid-800s in the Dow. analysts pointed out, many

BRUSSELS (AP) - If 
you want to move around 
and still save energy, get a 
motorbike. 
That's one conclusion of 
a detailed scientific study 
made for the European 
Common Market, compar­ 
ing data from both Europe 
and the United States. 
A bus is generally con* 
sidered an efficient way of 
getting people from place 
to place but the experts say 
that if you take a bus as 
your standard, and set its 
“energy consumption in­ 
dex" at 100, the motorbike 
rates 75, a subway or trol­ 
ley 150, a car 300 in Europe 
and 400 in the United 
States. This rating takes 
into account the fact that 
the motorbike is always 
fully occupied, while other 
forms of transport often 
are not. 
On transport from city to 
city, the index ratings are: 
Bus 100, train 150, car 300. 
aircraft 600. There is no 
figure for the motorbike. 
Maybe the experts thought 
that would be hard on 
human energy.

S tiff env iro n m en tal 
requirements on exhaust 
gases in the United States 
will increase fuel con­ 
sumption in cities, but not 
much in the country. Euro­ 
pean requirem ents are 
much less strict and have 
no effect. 
Power steering and air 
conditioning of cars in­ 
crease the use of fuel by as 
much as 20 per cent. In 
towns, autom atic gear 
shifts account for an in­ 
crease of 10 to 15 per cent. 
Compared with a 1973 
model Am erican car, 
automobiles equipped with 
diesel engines — fairly 
common in Europe — use 
35 to 60 per cent less 
energy. In cities, putting 
diesel engines on delivery 
trucks can save 10 to 20 per 
cent on fuel. 
For long distance freight 
the ex p e rts take the 
railroad as their standard 
of 100 On that basis, the 
most economical system is 
the pipeline, which rates 
60. Water transport is 
good, too, at 75. Trucks 
rate 300 and airplanes 
4.000 
Freight trains become 
much more efficient as you 


increase the number of 
cars. If you put on five 
times as many cars, you 
may use four times less 
energy — provided, of 
course, that the cars are 
kept just as full. 
The bigger trucks are, 
the more economical — 
though this does not take 
into account the damage to 
r o a d s 
and 
n e a r b y 
b u i l d i n g s . 
B r i t i s h 
authorities have a running 
fight with other Common 
Market countries because 
the British believe the kind 
of “juggernauts" favored 
on the continent would ruin 
ca the dral s and other 
historic monuments. 
Putting more powerful 
engines on trucks, the ex­ 
perts say, only serves to in­ 
crease speed and therefore 
fuel consumption. A sug­ 
gestion for more economy: 
use lighter bodies and bet­ 
ter streamlining 
The European experts 
looked into the question of 
unusual fuels for transport, 
such as natural gas, which 
can be used in buses, and 
methanol, which has also 
been used experimentally 
in cars. They plump for 
hydrogen and electricity as 
less likely to harm the en­ 
vironment than fossil 
fuels.

But availability and cost 
have not improved to the

Wake o f Vietnam's fall 
Korean war 
in offing? 


SEO UL — (L E N S ) - 


Nowhere have the implica­ 
tions of Indochina been 
seized on so eagerly — if in 
different ways — as in the 
two halves of Korea. 
On 


the very day that Phnom 
Penh fell, the leader of 
Communist North Korea. 
Kim II Sung, jumped on a 
train to Peking for his first 
visit to his Chinese “ class 
brothers” in 14 years. He 
took with him his army 
chief of staff, his air force 
commander and two 
ministers of trade — a fair 
indication of the two top 
¡terns on his agenda. 
Kim may well be asking 


the Chinese for aid in li­ 
quidating an embarrassing 
debt of some $750 million 
to Western creditors, 
although the Chfnese 
themselves are short of 
foreign exchange these 
days. 


But a more compelling 


reason for his sudden trip 
is the more obvious one: 
lor a man who has been 
obsessed for three decades 
with the aim of unifying his 
own divided country, the 
defeat of the American- 
supported regimes in In­ 
dochina must look like the 
greatest 
encouragement 


tor imitative action he has 
seen in many a year. 
This is plainly how South 


Korea's President Park 
sees it too. 
He reminded 


South Koreans last week 
that Kim II Sung made a 
visit like this once before: 
to see Stalin in Moscow on 
the eve of the Korean war. 
(Kim is reported to be 
heading for Moscow again 
shortly 
after 
Peking ) 


Park has been inveighing 
about North Korean ag­ 
gressiveness for so long 
now — and with such ob­ 
vious ulterior motives — 
that many Koreans had 
stopped 
tak in g 
his 


scaremongering seriously. 
But the past week's events 
¡n Indochina and Kim s trip 
are bound to lend new 
credibility to his claim that 
w h atever he does is 
justified by “ a state of 
war.*’ 
He already had some 


solid evidence on his side: 
last month South Korean 
soldiers discovered a man- 
made tunnel running below 
the dem ilitarized zone 
between North and South 
Korea and large enough, 
according to South Korea s 
defense minister, to allow 
a North Korean division tc 
infiltrate into southern ter­ 
ritory 
within an hour. 


Another, shallower tunnel 
had been found last year 
and the South Koreans 
suspect that 10 similar tun- 
nels have yet to be 
detected. 
North and South Korea 


clashed twice at sea in 
February; 
the second of 


these c la s h e s 
drew 


American air force Phan­ 
toms into a chase over the 
Yellow Sea 
Incidents in 


the demilitarized zone are 
too normal to be noticed. 
VMiat all this confirms is 
that the South Korean 
government has ample 
grounds for keeping up its 
guard against its northern 
neighbor What it does not 
prove is that the threat 
from the north is the mam 
reason for the rigid 
political clampdown in 
South Korea during the 
past two months 


In February President 


Park tned to disarm the 
growing opposition to his 
authoritarian rule first by 
holding a referendum 
which he duly won, and 
then by releasing 150 of the 
students, intellectuals and 
clergymen who had been 
imprisoned for protesting 
against his constitution. 
But the truce lasted barely 
a few hours, until the 
released prisoners began 
recounting their ex­ 
periences of torture at the 
hands of the regime 
A few weeks later the 


rearrests began, and on 
March 10th the govern­ 
ment passed a new law 
banning criticism of the 
government, particulary in 
the presence of foreigners. 
This month Korea’s un­ 
iversities blew up: 
day 
after day thousands of 
demonstrating students 
fought with riot police; 
three university presidents 
resigned, more than 20 un­ 
iversities suspended clas­ 
ses, 160 students were ex­ 
pelled and 31 arrested 
Korea University was shut 
down by an unprecedented 
presidential decree. 
The 


next day, April 9th. in 
another 
unprecedented 


move, eight men who were 
involved in last year's 
demonstrations 
were 


denied their right of appeal 
and 
were summarily 


hanged for alleged com­ 
munist activity. Later that 
week a student activist kil­ 
led himself as a gesture of 
protest. 
P re s id e n t 
P a r k ’s 


favorite bogeyman is not 
actually threatening to in­ 
vade South Korea these 
days. 
North Korea's line 


has been that the road to 
unification lies through a 


• revolution in the south If 


such a revolution takes 
place, said Kim II Sung in 
Peking recently. 
North 


Korea, “ as one and the 
same nation, will not just 
look at it with folded arms 
but will strongly support 
the South Korean people.“ 


The key question for both 


Koreas today is whether 
China and Russia will sup­ 
port the North Koreans 
equally strongly in any 
adventures they may un­ 
dertake and whether the 
Americans will stand just 
as firmly behind their al­ 
lies in the south.

Iowa 
(AP) — Since the state 
legalized social gambling 
so “ the little old ladies 
could go to church and play 
bingo,” a dozen high-stake 
operations have sprung up 
and are doing a $37 million 
a year business, the state 
attorney general says. 
That was not on the 
legislature's mind when it 
sanctioned gambling 
among people w ith a “ bona 
fide personal relation­ 
ship' whose losses or win­ 
nings were limited to $500 
in a 24-hour period. 
So now the state senate 
has just passed a new- 
gambling law aimed at 
wiping out Las Vegas-style 
gambling in the eornbolt 
Gambling is “ a good 
pastim e lor the old 
people.” says Iowa A tty 
Gen Richard Turner, “ as 
well as a fund raiser for 
the church 
And that's the kind of 
friendly betting the new 
law i> designed to allow 
The fledgling casino-type 
operations would be a thing 
of the past, under the bill 
which has been sent to the 
Iowa house. 
The gambling law revi­ 
sion came after police and 
court prosecutors across 
the state complained that 
professionals were moving 
into Iowa to take the earn­ 
ings of social gamblers in 
high stake games 
Authorities also com­ 
plained that bookmaking is 
now an organized activity 
in Iowa and claimed that 
organized crime was mov­ 
ing in.

there is no way violators 
can be convicted because 
the 1973 law on the matter 
is vague.

KABC-TV OVERWELMED BY REQUESTS FOR BREAST CANCER PAMPHLET

When Christine Lund. Channel 7’s Eye­ 
witness News anchorw om an, started research 
early in January on breast cancer for a series 
of short docum entaries, she knew there was 
tremendous interest in the subject, but she 
was not prepared for the almost overwhelm ­ 
ing response- from viewers which followed 
the telecasts on KABC-TV. The segments of 
the "m ini-docs," each about six minutes in 
length, were presented M onday through Fri- 
day on the 6 and 11PM editions of Eye­ 
witness News. In each segment, C hristine 
gave the address to which viewers could 
write for a free pam phlet on breast sell-ex­ 
amination. T he first m orning following the 
initial telecasts, nearly 10,000 requests were 
received at the studio. T o date, over 55.000 
requests have been received and they are 
still com ing in at the rate of about 1.000 a 
day. 
“Because of the experiences ol Betty I ord 
and Happy 
Rockefeller.” says C hristine, 
“there has been a greater awareness of the 
problem and of the necessity lor early de­ 
tection. In the series, we tried to speak as 
plainly as possible without being sensational 
or using scare tactics.” 
Lucille C lark, producer and co-writer with 
Christine of the series, felt that, although 
there had been several programs on tele­ 
vision concerning breast cancer, "W e wanted 
to create a positive attitude which I thought

was lucking in the others. A fter talking with 
many doctors and with wom en who had 
undergone mastectomies, we learned of the

She gives 
much of the credit for the success ol the 
series to cam eram an Dennis Smith, sound­ 


man Pat Coffey and film editor Larry Grant 
for the tastelul and sensitive handling of the 
scenes of the actual breast examination. 


Continuing. Lucille says, "1 would like to 
follow up in a few m onths by contacting 
some of the women who have written to see 
if they are keeping up with the self-examina- 
tions— to see if what we have done will have 
a lasting effect. I am m ore than gratified by 
the response hut I do hope the interest con­ 
tinues.” 


Even though viewers were requested to 
send in self-addressed, stam ped envelopes, 
the physical task of opening, checking and 
stufting 55.(XX) envelopes is m onum ental. 
V olunteers from the A m erican C ancer Soci­ 
ety and from R.S.V.P. (Retired Seniors V ol­ 
unteer Program , a group sponsored by the 
Los Angeles D epartm ent of Recreation and 
Parks and supported in part by a grant from 
A CTION ) have been working steadily at the 
job, but it will still be two or three weeks 
before it can be com pleted. 


Has it been w orth it? John Severino, ABC 
Vice President and G eneral M anager of 
KABC-TV, thinks so. In his words. "If we 
can help just one wom an detect cancer in 
tim e, it will be w orth all the money, tim e and 
effort we have put into this cam paign. A nd 
the volunteers think so, too. Said one. “over 
55,000 letters? W hy I d open a m illion!"

A 
reconstructed 
pre-Civil 
War town was the site of the 
major filming of “ Friendly Per­ 
suasion,” the world premiere 
ABC Sunday Night Movie at 
8:30PM. 
Missouri Town 1855, situated 
about 15 miles from Kansas 
City at Lake Jacomo in a 4,000- 
acre park, makes its film debut 
in the new television film star­ 
ring Richard Kiley and Shirley 
Knight as a Quaker couple who 


give aid to a pair of runaway 
slaves. All the buildings in the 
completely reconstructed village 
were moved there from other 
locations and were donated by 
descendants of families who had 
built them. 
The 
135-year-old home of 
Abijah Withers served as the 
family home of the Birdwell 
family (Kiley, Miss Knight, Kev­ 
in 
O’Keefe, 
Tracie 
Savage, 
Michael O’Keefe and Sparky 
Marcus). And, as it often hap­ 
pens on location shooting, some 


changes were necessary, accord­ 
ing to director Joseph Sargent. 
“We had to add a front 
porch,” he said, “and we con­ 
structed a pond so that the beau­ 
tiful oak trees nearby were re­ 
flected in it.” Another, major 
task for the film company crew 
was transforming a small, rough- 
hewn log cabin into a clapboard 
Methodist 
Church. 
The 
old 
Flintlock Church, built in 1848, 
was used to depict scenes of 
Quaker meetings. 


Hourly weather changes caus­ 
ed some problems for the on- 
location 
film 
company 
too. 
While the movie was being film­ 
ed the March snows came and 
went with variable frequency, 
causing producer Herbert Leop­ 
ard and director Joseph Sargent 
no end of problems when it 
came to matching scenes. The 
production manager came to the 
rescue by ordering 200 white 
bedsheets and 100 pounds of 
rock salt. When the sun melted 
the snow, prop men fanned out 
into the fields and spread sheets 
around the trunks of trees and 
sprinkled rock salt in lieu of 
snow. From a short distance, the 
camera couldn’t tell where the 
real snow ended and nature’s 
helpers began. 
Shirley Knight, a native of 
Lyons, Kansas, was delighted to

Michael O'Keefe works hard and 
lives plain with his Quaker family, 
be working in the authentically 
restored town. Using a line from 
the script, she said with a smile,

restored the village to its orig­ 
inal look— with one exception.

You Don’t Have to i 
|{f Kidnapped to I lave 
A “Captive’’ Mind

few m onths ago it seemed beyond com ­ 
prehension to m ost Am ericans that Patty 
L H earst, the kind of young w om an w ho 
spent tim e carefully choosing her china pattern 
as she happily prepared for her June wedding, 
could voluntarily m ake com m on cause with the 
Symbionese Liberation Army. 
M any people, including her parents, W illiam 
Randolph and Catherine H earst, expressed the 
belief that the young heiress had been brain­ 
washed into cooperating with her captors. How 
else, they argued, could such a com plete change 
of values take place? 
As I write this, it’s still impossible to say ex­ 
actly what happened in the Patty H earst case. But 
one thing does seem clear: If Patty H earst’s views 
were changed— and even changed drastically 
she wasn’t m uch different from the rest of us. 
Because, perhaps shockingly, when we becom e 
“captives,” our whole psychology changes and 
we become susceptible to ideas that may never 
have occurred to us before. A nd here’s the eye- 
opening truth: W e don’t have to be kidnapped 
to test the validity of this proposition. Everyday 
life has plenty of captor-captive relationships— 
none as frantic as a kidnapping, to be sure. But 
the way they work on our “beliefs’’ is very m uch 
the same. 
If we put aside the word “brainw ashing” in 
its highly sophisticated sense and begin to think 
in term s of “ identifying” with one’s captors 
absorbing their values, ideas and attitudes and 
m aking them one’s own, incorporating them 
into oneself— then we begin to understand what 
may very well have happened in the case of 
Patty Hearst. 
And if we think of the captor-captive rela­ 
tionship in the broader term s of our own lives, 
we begin to get some insights into the reasons 
why kidnapping victims are so willing to “co­ 
operate” with their captors. 
It may seem odd to think that all of us are 
som ewhat and in some way in a captivc-captor 
relationship. But we arc— and in no uncertain 


sense. . 
As infants and small children, we are, in a 
way, captives of our parents. W e are totally 
helpless and totally dependent on them for our 
' survival. All children learn at a very young age

As captives we try to please our 
captors and wind up not only 
adopting their ideas and attitudes 
but believing in them with utmost 
sincerity. Though we start out 
playing a role... (after a while we 
really begin to feel the emotion, we 
really begin to think the thought

that they must please and in some way “cooper­ 
ate” with their parents. Throughout our lives 
we tend to reflect in many ways and to a sur­ 
prising degree the likes, dislikes, values, atti­ 
tudes and opinions of our parents. W e’ve ab­ 
sorbed them , incorporated them into ourselves 
and m ade them our own. 
Anyone who has power over us— and it 
doesn’t have to be anything as drastic or funda­ 
m ental as the power of life and death— has the 
power to shape our views, our outlook and our 
behavior. Cooperating with those who have 
power over us, placating them, diminishing fric­ 
tion between them and ourselves and adopting 
their views and attitudes— these are some of the 
ways of insuring our survival and our general 
well-being. And they stem directly from the 
child-parent relationship. 
Each of us is both a captive and a captor. In 
one relationship we may be the captor; in an­ 
other, the captive. As captives we try to please 
our captors and wind up not only adopting 
their ideas and attitudes but believing in them 
with utmost sincerity. Though we start out play­ 
ing a role, talking and behaving as though we 
think and feel a certain way, after a while we 
really begin to feel the emotion, we really begin 
to think the thought. 
As captors we are able, to varying degrees, 
to “brainw ash" others, to impress on them our 
views, ideas, attitudes, likes and dislikes. We are 
able to change their feelings and their minds. 
Studies show that the “kid-glove” treatm ent 
works best. The more gently we deal with those 
we wish to influence, the more successful we are 
in achieving our goal. Severe punishm ent or the 
threat of punishm ent works only when the pun­ 
isher is around. The captive, in any situation, is 
more likely to internalize the captor's ideas and 


values and make them his ow n if they are pre­ 
sented in a gentle, tem perate way. 
We also know that it’s im portant to keep a cer­ 
tain physical distance from those we wish to 
influence. The salesm an who sticks his foot in 
the door and seems to be lunging at us doesn’t 
influence us m uch, no m atter how good his 
spiel, because we’re too busy coping with the 
anxiety he arouses in us by his invasion of our 
privacy and intrusion on our territory to listen 
to his message. T he ideal distance, studies show, 
from which to influence others is 15 feet. 
• Feeding someone as we m ake suggestions and 
put forth our views makes him or her more sus­ 
ceptible to being influenced by us, to having 
his mind, feelings and behavior changed by us. 
In a recent study students were divided into 
two groups. One group was served lunch while 
the psychologist put forth certain views with 
which the students did not generally agree. The 
other group was presented with the same views 
but was not fed. T he group that had been fed 
while listening tended afterw ard to concur more 
with the psychologist’s views than the group 
that had not been fed. This, of course, will come 
as no surprise to those who regularly take pro­ 
spective clients and contacts whom they wish to 
influence or “sell” to fancy restaurants for 
lunch or dinner. They know it pays off! 
Let’s look a little m ore closely at a few of 
the studies that show that the “kid-glove ap­ 
proach works best when you wish to shape 
som eone’s views, outlook or behavior. 
In a recent study children were shown some 
toys. Some of the toys were very attractive; 
others, not so attractive. O ne group of children 
was sternly threatened with punishment it they 
played with the attractive toys. T he other group 
was given gentle suggestions and reasons as to 
why they should not play with the attractive 
toys. The children who’d been strongly admon­ 
ished and threatened fell in love, so to speak, 
with the forbidden toys and sneaked over to 
play with them w hen the experim enter was out 
of the room . T he children w ho’d been genty 
adm onished, incorporated the idea into them­ 
selves, made it their own and didn’t even want 
the forbidden toys.

It’s been observed countless 
times that when a captive insists on giving only 
his name, rank and serial number, there is more 
likelihood that he can be made to change his 
mind if his captors treat him gently than if they 
use harsh, coercive measures. 
Here's another example from a recent study. 
Little Billy likes to hit his baby brother. Dad 
threatens to punish Billy if he hits the baby. 


What happens? When Dad is around Billy 
doesn’t hit the baby. When Dad leaves, Billy 
tries to beat the dickens out of Baby Brother. 
Little Johnny also likes to beat his baby brother. 
But Johnny's Dad quietly and gently explains 
the reasons why it’s wrong to hit the baby— 
You’ll hurt him, he’ll cry, he’s weaker than you, 
etc. The study shows clearly that Johnny will 
incorporate or internalize the idea and not hit 


his little brother even when left alone with him. 
We’ve all noticed that during political pri­ 
maries people will rally around the candidate of 
their choice and sincerely believe in and pro­ 
claim his virtues and effectiveness. But once the 
primary is over and one candidate is nominated, 
opposition voters may well find themselves sin­ 
cerely dedicated to him, sincerely finding rea­ 
sons to believe in and proclaim his virtues and 
effectiveness. In a sense, such a voter has be­ 
come a captive, finding a way to deal with or live 
with what he must live with. What’s more, this 
is not done hypocritically, but with genuine and 
sincere enthusiasm. 
There’s a captor-captive relationship between 
husband and wife, though it isn’t always clear 
who’s captor and who’s captive. Perhaps both 
are both. 
Couples don’t realize how much they’ve co­ 
operated and incorporated each other’s values, 
attitudes, ideas, likes and dislikes, so that they 
have come to feel the same way about so many 
things. In fact, in many areas they eventually 
come to feel as one. 
It’s when the Smiths meet the Joneses on a 
cruise and realize that they, the Smiths, gener­ 
ally speaking, think and feel as one— We don't 
like that, we always enjoy doing this, we never 
do that, etc.— that they sense how much they 
have incorporated each other’s thinking, desires, 
opinions, outlook, behavior, will and wants. The 
Joneses have also done this, and the two couples

will get along just fine if there is not great diver 
gence in their attitudes. 
Sometimes there’s a great conflict between 
what your conscience believes and what some­ 
one else, someone who has power over you, 
wants you to believe. Let’s say a s c h o o l - b u s 
driver knows the bus is unsafe because his boss, 
the owner of the bus, refuses to maintain the 
vehicle properly. The driver keeps warning his 
boss about the danger and the boss keeps saying, 
“It’s okay, stop worrying, nothing's going to 
happen.” This may be so severely against the 
driver’s conscience that he will simply walk out 
even though he may need the job badly. 
But studies clearly show that in most situa 
tions where we are captives, our beliefs, views 
and behavior can be influenced and changed 
by those who have power over us. One need 
look no further than the case of the students 
who were fed while the psychologist presented 
them with his views and ideas. In the space oi 
time it takes to eat a nice lunch a decided modi 
fication in their thinking took place. 
The whole idea that we can be deeply influ­ 
enced and our minds changed by those who 
have power over us becomes less shocking a n d 
alien when we are aware of such studies. But the 
best understanding of the captive-captor psy­ 
chology and how it works comes from a c l o s e r 
look at our everyday, taken-for- 
rtm 
granted relationships.

FAMILY WEEKLY: How did you get so good 
so young? 
CONNORS: 1 think I just wanted to become 
a good player and worked hard for it. I was 
coached by my mother and my grandmother 
until I was 16, and then my mom said I needed 
something that she couldn’t give me, so she 
sent me to California to be with Pancho Segura. 
He was over in Wimbledon with me when I 
won last year, and he was at Forest Hills with 
me too. So I’ve had some pretty good coaching. 
FW: You blew Kenny Rosewall off the court 
in the final at last year’s Wimbledon and again 
at Forest Hills. How did you feel about that? 
CONNORS: I was just glad to get a chance to 
play him. He’s a legend in his own time. The 
guy is such a great guy and a great sport— 
well, it was just an honor to play against him. 
FW: How do you stand up under that kind of 
pressure? 1 mean, here you are, only 22, and 
you’re in the finals of the biggest tournaments 
of them all—and everybody’s rooting for the 
other guy! That’s got to be pretty tough, 
doesn’t it? 
CONNORS: 1 don’t know—I’m very relaxed. 
1 go out and practice and 1 take a shower and 
then sometimes 1 go up and clown around and 
talk with Pancho and his wife and my mom 
and Chrissy [Chris Evert] and I’m just— 
well, relaxed! 
FW: Don’t you ever feel pressure? Don’t you 
ever get nervous in front of a crowd? 
CONNORS: Yeah. I think when I first started 
playing in the men's, crowds bothered me. 
When I played doubles with Pancho Segura 
in California and people would be watching, 
or when I played as a doubles partner with 
Pancho Gonzales about five years ago. Every­ 
body would come around and say. “Gonzales 
is playing. But who’s the kid playing with him?*’ 
It bothered me. 
FW: How aware are you of the crowd? Do

like to lose. The killer instinct is part of the 
game, you know. I can’t say that it came from 
my mom or it came from Pancho or it came 
from anybody. It’s just myself. 
FW: Was Wimbledon your sweetest victory? 
CONNORS: Well, I think before I won Wim­ 
bledon, winning the Pacific Southwest Cham­ 
pionship in 1973 was one of my best victories. 
Also, winning the U.S. Pro Championships in 
1973.1 was unseeded, and I played Stan Smith 
in the first round and beat him, then I beat 
Arthur Ashe in the final. So I think I’ve had 
a lot of sweet victories and a lot of bad de­ 
feats. That’s part of the game too. It’s called 
hard knocks. You’re going to win a lot and 
you’re going to lose a lot. And if you keep 
the losses down to a minimum, I guess you’re 
going to be the best player. 
FW: Do you try to analyze your losses after­ 
ward? 
CONNORS: Ah, I think that’s a way to drive 
yourself insane. I think about a loss maybe 
five or ten minutes after I play, then I’m fin­ 
ished. Once I leave the courts I try to be 
finished with tennis. 
FW: Jimmy, Tm going to mention various 
names and I’d like to get your reaction to them. 
Stan Smith, for example. 
CONNORS: Before I start answering this 1 
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should tell you that I play everybody more or 
less the same until I get into a situation where 
I have to change my game. Stan is a player 
with a big serve and volley, you know. I don’t 
think he feels as comfortable on the base line 
as he does at the net, so I like to keep Stan on 
the base line if I can. But you know, all these 
guys like Stan and Newcombe and Laver and 
Ashe are great players, and whether I say I’m 
going to do this against Stan or I'm going to do 
that against Arthur, maybe when I get out 
there I’ll play a completely different game be­ 
cause the situation calls for a reversal of my 
attitude.

one “ oldster” of tennis, Pancho 
Gonzales, and asked him how 
“ unbeatable” he thought Con­ 
nors was. Gonzales dominated 
professional tennis in the 1950 s, 
and even into the 1960's. Many 
fans place him on the same ped­ 
estal as former greats Bill Tilden 
and Don Budge. Gonzales, who 
just turned 47, is now director of 
tennis at Caesars Palace in Las 
V e g a s. H e r e ’s G o n z a le s on 
Connors: 


“A lot of people think young 
Connors is arrogant and cocky. 
That's just the way I was when 
I was young. I won Forest Hills 
for the first time when 1 was 20 
and again when I was 21. And 
I guess you could say I had a 
hot temper. I had a hot temper 
when I was in my early forties, 
too, but now I’ve mellowed be­ 
cause I don’t play the tourna­ 
ment circuit any more. 
“ No player’s unbeatable. 
There are champions in all 
eras and there are great players 
who constantly challenge those 
champions. Of course, tennis 
has changed in many respects 
since I took up the game as a 
boy in the public parks of Los 
Angeles in the early 1940’s. 
Even youngsters have profes­ 
sional coaching today. Parents 
spend a lot of money on equip­ 
ment and coaching for their 
children, and Connors had a 
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lot of background in tennis 
from early childhood. 
“Consistency is the big test 
of tennis greatness. Let’s see 
how Connors does for a few 
years before we call him the 
greatest or anything like that.” 


ALEX (Sandy) MAYER 


Alex (Sandy) Mayer, 23, is a na­ 
tive of Wayne, N.J. In 1973, while 
still a student at Stanford Univer­ 
sity, he paid his own way to 
Wimbledon and astounded the 


sports world by upsetting Ru­ 
mania’s ilie Nastase and reach­ 
ing the semifinals. In his second 
season on the U.S. circuit last 
year, Mayer won three tourna­ 
ments. 


“Jimmy Connors is the best in 
the game at returning serve and 
at attacking the ball. He may 
be the best ever in both of these 
categories, that’s how good he 
is. He’s pretty far ahead of 
everyone else right now. 
“I've probably played Con­ 
nors more than any of the other 
young players. We came up at 
the same time as juniors, and I 
remember beating him only 
once, in the National 14’s [for 
players 14 years old and under] 
in Chattanooga. Tenn. 
“Good tennis players are 
crawling out of the woodwork 
all over the world. It’s not like 
in the old days. Tennis is a 
good career for young athletes 
now, although it takes about six 


years for a young player to find 
out whether he’s good enough 
to make a career otH of it. This 
is where tennis is different from 
the other sports. A good natural 
athlete can go out and hit a 
baseball or catch a football 
without tremendous amounts 
of training. But learning the 
right timing and maneuvers to 
become a good tennis player 
requires a lot of work and 
preparation. 
“Among the young players 
who’ll be starring in tennis over 
the next few years, you have to 
include Bjorn Borg of Sweden 
and Guillermo Vilas of Argen­ 
tina. both of whom are already 
among the world’s top ten. Also 
A m ericans Roscoe T anner, 
Dick Stockton. Brian Gottfried 
and Harold Solomon. I like to 
think that my younger brother 
Gene, who's now playing at 
Stanford, and I will be up there 
too.” 


VITAS QERULAITIS 


Vitas Qerulaitis, a shaggy-haired 
blond from Queens. N.Y., will 
turn 21 on July 26. A six-footer 
who weighs 155 pounds, he lost 
to Connors in the finals of the 
U.S. Indoors in 1974. He is a 
regular member of Bill Riordan’s 
Independent Professional Asso­ 
ciation, the circuit on which Con­ 
nors stars. 


“Connors has become a tre­ 
mendous player, no question 
about it. But you really can’t 


call him, or anyone else, un-,.. 
beatable. Last year, in a tourna­ 
ment in Salt Lake City, I was 
alm ost com pletely unknow n 
and I made the finals against 
him. He was the heavy favorite. 
But I won the first set,-6-4, and 
was leading the second, 5-2. 
when he came back to win the 
match, 4-6, 7-6, 6-3. I mean, a 
couple of better shots by me 
and 1 would have won it. 
“The best thing about Con­ 
nors' game is that he attacks the 
ball so well. You have to try 
to keep him away from the net 
if you’re going to have any 
chance to beat him. Of course, 
he’s still improving, and since 
he’s already Number One at 
the age of 22, this make it tough 
for the rest of us. But it also 
creates a challenge. There are 
too many strong players now 
for one player to dominate 
things all the time.” 
Continued 
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‘Frankly, that Connors is dom inating tennis 
right now surprises me. It’s am azing that anyone 
could he dom inating the way he is with so many 
top players around. It's a 
little frustrating to think 
that he could keep going 
this way for years and 
that the rest of us may 
have to settle for second 
best. But he’s really the 
best right now. The all- 
out style with which he 
goes after every ball is 
his tradem ark and the thing that makes him great. 
His all-round consistency is amazing. 
"1 think that I can do well as a pro after I m 
through with college. I’m kind of on the small 
side— 5-10, about 145 pounds, built a lot like Billy 
M artin. And I’m a scram bler. I rely on speed 
and quickness. C onnors may be the best right 
now. but there are a lot of good players around 
who have the ability to take his N um ber One 
spot away from him. They may not do it. but 
Connors is not guaranteed to stay 
jmm 
on top either.” 
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MARTIN 


Martin turned 18 last Christmas and has been 
the top junior player in the U.S. for the past 
years. Born in Evanston, III., Martin now lives in 
Verdes, Calif., and is a freshman at UCLA. In 
still four months shy of his 16th birthday, he 
the youngest player ever to compete in the 
Open at Forest Hills. Billy won the junior title 
both Wimbledon and Forest Hills each of the last 
years. 


The fact that Connors and Bjorn Borg are 
so well at a young age helps me quite a bit. 
makes my interest to im prove and becom e as 
g o o d as I c a n m u c h 
g re a te r th a n it w o u ld 
have been if there w eren’t 
people like C onnors to 
shoot at. I can see that 
if I work at the game as 
hard as I can and keep 
getting better I might not 
have to wait until I’m 25 
to be tops. E very b o d y 
used to say that you had to be old before you 
could be considered really good in tennis. T hat's 
turning out not to be true. 
“1 think my style is sim ilar to C onnors’ in that 
my return of service is good and I can move ad 
over the court pretty well. The weakest part o 
my game has been my serve. I was always too 
small to have a very big serve, but in two years I 
grew four or five inches. I’m now 5-9. I’m w ork­ 
ing on developing a better serve. I know it w on't 
come overnight, but when I’m satisfied that it’s a 
good serve, I think I'll be able to hold my own 
against anybody.”

Ferdi Taygan ranked behind only Billy Martin among 
American junior players in 1974 and is now a team­ 
mate of Martin s on the UCLA tennis team. Taygan, 
whose college major is economics, is an 18-year-

F 
rom my own personal experience, I know 
there’s nothing quite like being lonely, 
homesick and snowbound to turn a person’s 
appetite on.
